Mr. Burke’s reply was made to 


charges made by Mrs. Willebrandt in 
a series of newspaper articles that the 
speech which ha# been condemned 
having plur. ed the religious issue int: 
the last political campaign was edited 
‘and approved, before she delivered it, 
by Mr. Burke. 

The editorial, discussing Mr. Burke’s 
answer, says: 

“The reply made by ex-Representa- 
‘tive Burke to certain statements of 
Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt would 
be more effective if it were more ex- 
plicit. Mr. Burke says, among other 
things, that ‘it is needless to say that 
‘had Mrs. Willebrandt or any other 
person submitted to me a speech at- 
tacking my own religion I would have 
resented and repudiated it.’ This is 
not the point. Mrs. Willebrandt has 
not been accused of attacking the 
‘Catholic "Church. She has been ac- 
cused of going to the Methodist 
Church in her role as an official 
spokesman of the Republican Party 
and asking this church to enter parti- 
san politics. The precedent which this 
action set is so important that it is 
worth while to attempt to clear away 
ithe confusion which now threatens to 
‘surround it.

London:—The private showing of a 
new British film entitled “Martin 
Luther” failed to take place recently 


and several hundred guests who had | 


been invited to the theater near Tra- 
falgar. Square found a notice posted 
on the door announcing that the film 
had been banned by the censor. 
Among the guests were Lady Wolse- 
ley and the Rev. W. A. Limbrick, pre- 
sident of the Protestant Reformation 
Society, both of whom scored the ac- 
tion of the censor. They asserted that 
the action was sponsored by prejudiced 


i\members of the Board of Censors. 


A letter written by the Protestant 


Alliance to the Home Seé¢retary said: |

film at the eleventh hour was caused 
by some influence of which the public 
is not aware.
